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This Reply is filed in response to the Office Action dated February 16, 2006. In that Office 
Action, a one month shortened statutory period was set for response. Applicants hereby 
petition for the necessary extension of time under 37 C.F.R. § 1.136 and authorize that the fee 
due under 37 C.F.R. § 1.16 and any other fees due in connection with this Reply be charged 
to Deposit Account No. 02-2955. The extension of time fee is paid by the enclosed Fee 
Transmittal Form. In addition, applicants also request that any subsequently filed reply 
requiring a petition for an extension of time for its timely submission be treated as if it 
incorporated such petition for an extension of time pursuant to the provisions of 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1.136(a)(3) and hereby authorize that any fees due in connection therewith be charged to 
Deposit Account No. 02-2955. 

In the Office Action, the Examiner imposed a restriction requirement in the instant 
application. 

In response to that restriction requirement, applicants hereby elect with traverse Group I, 
claims 1 to 8 and 13. Applicants, however, maintain that Groups I and II should be joined 
and examined together as they are sufficiently related such that the search for relevant art for 
one Group would be expected to uncover prior art that is relevant to the other Group, since 
each of these Groups involve the same compositions comprising an LBT4 antagonist. Thus, a 
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search for relevant art and subsequent examination would not be an undue burden on the 
Examiner and restriction should be withdrawn. M.P.E.P. § 803. 

Applicants reserve the right to prosecute in one or more divisional applications whatever 
subject matter is not examined or allowed here. Applicants also respectfully submit that all 
the pending claims are allowable and therefore solicit a Notice of Allowance for all of the 
pending claims.
